30 Stodge Drive for the demolition of an existing house and construction of a new two 
bedroom  house with an attached garage, as well as the installation of a septic system, 
drilled well, and improvements to the existing driveway, portions of which will be 
located within the 100 foot buffer zone of bordering vegetated wetlands and Stodge 
Meadow Pond.  Chris Mossman from Trowbridge Construction was in attendance to 
represent Ms. Blouin.  There is also a retaining wall and existing dock on the property.  
Mr. Mossman is seeing the Board of Health on Monday for a variance to install a new 
well.  CP suggested using double silt fencing near the waterfront.  The Commission 
would like to walk the site with Mr. Mossman at 3 PM on March 4, so a Motion was 
made to continue the Hearing until March 14, 2011.
